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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 80-84, 87-89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Botich et al US 6,039,713. Botich discloses a medical device co-operable with a needle 
assembly having a retractable injection needle (15) and a vial of medicinal fluid (85), 
comprising a housing co-operable (20) with the needle assembly; a socket (35); a piston 
(90); a chamber (50); a seal (90); wherein the housing has an activation surface (65) 
cooper able with the needle; and a pierceable seal (90) positioned in the housing 
forming a forward end of the chamber and displaceable relative to the housing, a stop 
and a needle retainer (60). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18, 19-31, 54-60 and 61-79 are allowed. 

Claims 85 and 86 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed July 30 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that claim 80 is allowable over the prior art, however 
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prior art reference Botich clearly discloses the invention as recited in claim 80, 
discussed above.
